of 
their right to v ote becau se of u n­

register, so Fred A. Sims, Repu blican 
state chairman, selected William A. 
Thompson 
and 
Bernard 
Korbley , 
Democratic » tate chairman, selected 
Henry Warru m, and these two law­ 
y ers were instru cted to 
prepare 
a 
plan on which the two organizations 
cou ld agree to enable absent v oter» 
to register. 
This commission lias completed its 
work and su bmitted it» report to the 
‘two 
state 
chairman. 
The 
u nd er­ 
stand ing is that the report will be 
pu blished in circu lar form by Gov ern­ 
or Marshall be for general d iscu ssion 
and d istribu tion ov er the state for 
the information of v oters, political 
party organizations and registration 
and election board s. 
May 9 is the first d ay this y ear 011 
which the registration of v oters in 
Ind iana will be mad e u nd er the new 
registration law passed by the 
last 
legislatu re. 
There will be a registra­ 
tion place in each v oting precinct in 
the state, and u nd er the law no man 
'•:>» any legal right to v ote at any 
geiiri 1 election who has not 
d u ly 
registered as a v oter. 
The registration 
places 
for 
the 
v ariou s precincts 
in 
Ru sji 
cou nty 
hav e not y et been fix ed by the cou nty 
commissioners, bu t will 
be 
chosen 
d u ring the April term. 
The registra­ 
tion law contemplates that the place 
selected for the 
first 
registration 
shall also be the place for registra­ 
tion in September and October if pos­ 
sible. 
Registration board member» 
will 
get $4 per d ay for their serv ices. The 
inspectors are the only members of 
the board s so far named in Ru sh 
cou nty . 
The clerks will be selected 
by the Repu blican and 
Democratic 
chairmen of their respectiv e commit­ 
tees. 
The board may be in session three 
d ay s if the nu mber of v oters requ ire 
so mu ch time, bu t one d ay will be the 
ru le. 
The registration places will be 
open from 5 a. m. to 6 p. m. and mu st 
remain open until 8 p m., if a v oter 
appears to register ev ery fiv e minutes 
after 6 p. m.

Atto rney Barnes fo r the State and 
witness Barnes fo r the defense had 
difficulty in clearing up a bam m y s­ 
tery in the trial Mo nday afterno o n. 
Stanley Barnes stated in his ex - 
iminatio n in chief that Willie Camp­ 
bell, an ey ewitness o f the tragedy , 
lad stated to him that he did no t 
mo w whether Mrs. Co o k was at the 
barn when Co o k was sho t, but that 
le rather believ ed she was. 
W itness Barnes became 
co nfused 
when Atto rney Barnes tried to draw 
ro m him whether the co nv ersatio n 
to o k place at the barn o r at the 
lo use. 
When the atto rney wo uld ask 
the witness where the co nv ersatio n 
to o k place, the witness wo uld reply , 
fAt the barn o r at the ho use.” A fter 
co nsiderable o bjecting and arg ument, 
the witness seemed to g et a g rip o n 
the atto rney ’s 
questio ning , 
but his 
answers were 
apparently no t 
v ery 
satisfacto ry . 
Jo hn F. Price, bro ther o f the ac­ 
cused, was an impo rtant witness fo r 
the defense. 
He said he had to ld his 
bro ther o f the threats made by Co o k 
which had been repeated to him by 
his so n-in-law and o thers. 
The testimo ny o f the witnesses o n 
Mo nday mo rning was div ided. 
So me 
testified that Price had been kno wn 
to quarrel o n two o ccasio ns 
with 
o ther peo ple, but as a rule all testified 
that aside fro m the present tro uble 
they had alway s 
kno wn him as 
a 
peaceful and law abiding citizen. 
Albert

kno wn Price twenty y ears and that 
his reputatio n as to peace and quiet­ 
ude was g o o d. 
He had nev er heard 
o f any prev io us tro uble

Jo hn B. Miller, fo rm er co ntracto r 
and builder, testified that Price bo re 
a g o o d reputatio n. 
Cro ss ex amined 
lie said he knew it himself and no t 
what (tihers had to ld him. 
Jo hn T. Barnes, who 
liv es three- 
quarter- o f a mile fro m 
the farm, 
where the trag edy o ccurred, said that 
he had alway s reg arded Price's repu­ 
tatio n fo r 
peace and 
quietude as 
g o o d. 
He admitted 
that lie knew 
that Price had a lit lie tro uble with 
his bro ther. 
F. Tucker testified he knew 
bo re a g o o d 
reputatio n, 
lie 
this 
« -pinio n o n his o wn 
perso nal 
kno wledg e o f 
the 
man. 
and fro m 
what the 
neig hbo rs had 
said, 
lie 
stated that he had heard o nce that 
Zack and Fred Price had had a little 
tro uble, but be knew o f no o ther 
tro uble. 
Stanley Barnes, a fo rmer resident 
here, but who liv es in the neig hbo r­ 
ho o d o f the killing , made an im po rt­ 
ant witness. 
He testified he had met 
Co o k a few times and had talked with 
him last Octo ber. 
In this co nv ersa­ 
tio n Zack Price’s name was bro ug ht 
up abo ut cutting co rn and Co o k said, 
‘T ain’t g o ing to cut the 
co rn and 
Price, t h e --------------, ain’t big eno ug h 
to make me.” 
Mr. Barnes said 
he 
saw Willie Campbell at Co o k’s the 
day o f the killing , first at the ho use 
and two o r three times at the barn. 
Campbell to ld him Mrs. Co o k was in 
the barn y ard, and later o n said he 
did no t kno w where Mrs. Co o k was at 
the time o f the sho o ting. Barnes tes­ 
tified Mrs. Co o k to ld him that she 
was right in the y ard at the time o f 
the killing and that Price pulled a 
gun o n her and to ld her to go back. 
Co urt did no t co nv ene to resume 
the trial until 10:3 0 o 'clo ck Mo nday 
mo rning. 
Many o f the witnesses and 
interested parties had go ne to J en­ 
nings co unty to spend Sunday and 
the train fro m the so uth bro ught mo st 
o f them to Greensburg. 
J udge Wickens has been ex ceeding­ 
ly watchful during the entire trial to 
prev ent any needless killing o f time 
by the atto rney s o n bo th sides. He 
has presided with firmness and as a 
result there has been but little quib­ 
bling between co unsel.
